John Budenik Commits a
Horrible Crime in
Nebraska.

TWO OF HIS VICTIMS DYING

Crazed With Grief Because He Was Not
Allowed to See His Dying Mother, a
Nebraska Man oshoots  His  Sister,
Brother, and Brother-in-Law.

Kansas City, Oct, 8. —A special to the
Times from Hastings, Nebraska, says:
Over the dead body of his mother, John
Budenik shot his sister, his brother and
lils brotherin-law, at an early hour this
momning. The latter two are in a dying
vondition. The shooting occurred in the
dealh chamber at the home of Mr., and
Mrs, Peter Smeall, where Mrs. M. Bude-
nik disd last night, and was the cul-
mination of a family quarrel,

Mrs. Budenik had been staying at the
home of her daughter, Mrs. Smeall, and
because of family trouble, her son John,
had not permitted to see his
mother during her illness. When John
heard of his mother’s death, he determ-
ined to view the remains. Shortly after
midnight he secured entrance into the
Kmeall home and found the family sur-
rounding the corpse. Advancing to the
corpse, John placed his hands on the
lifeoss body and said, “thanks, my
mother,” His sister Frances then said
somethTng to him in Polish, whereupon
be struck her. Then he drew a revolver
and shot at his sister over the dead
body of his mother, Before he was

Thousands of Acres are Devastated
In California.

Dense Clouds of Smoke Float Over Coast
and Cinders Fall Like Snow-—Ranches
Are Completely Enveioped and Towns
Threatened With Destruction,

Sunta Barbara, Oct. S.—Disastrous
forest fires, which started above Santa
Barbara last night, driven by a terrific
wind, swept over a space five by three
miles, extendisg along the foothills of
Moute Cito, Summerland and Carpentia.
Dense clouds of smoke float over the
coast from Ventura to Point Coneeption,
falling like suow, The
flames burned over 30 ranches, destroy-
ing a large amount of crops and live-
stock. The damage so far, to buildings
alone is estimated at $50000. A vast
amount of timber has been destroyed
and more is burning. Telegraph wires
